WASHINGTON (AP) - With 


an aye on the calendar as well 
as the microscope, scientists 
are working to blunt the next 
thrust of a worldwide influenza 
epidemic. 


Major epidemics of the dis- 


ease sweep the world about ev- 
ery decade, making the late 
1970s the next danger period. 
And the danger is real. The 
"Asian Flu" epidemic of 1957- 
1958 and the "Hong Kong Flu" 
seige of 1968 brought wide- 
spread sickness and death in 
some countries. 


To head off the next wave 


there are new diplomatic in- 
itiatives as well as advances in 
the laboratory. 


The government's National 


Institute of Allergy and In- 
fectious Diseases is working 
against the clock "with the 
hopes that we can get some 
better way of handling this—a 
better vaccine, or else some 
other method of handling the 
disease, maybe even better 
(drug) treatment," says its di- 
rector, Dr. Dorland J. Davis. 


Davis recommends present- 


day vaccines for such groups 
as the elderly and the chroni- 
cally ill, but acknowledges that 
they haven't been effective for 
the population at large. 


In the influenza virus, scien- 


tists face a medical quick- 
change artist that is unlike its 
viral relatives such as small- 
pox, measles and poliomyelitis 
for which successful long-term 
vaccines have been developed. 


New strains, mutations of 


known flu virus, keep popping 
up to slip past the immunity 
the body has built up against 
their ancestors. 


When a new virus arrives, 


says Davis, it takes several 
months under current methods 
to isolate it and make vaccines. 
"So much time is taken up that 
the epidemic is over," he adds. 


Scientists, who feel this win- 


ter flu season will be a "quiet" 
one, are now following two ave- 
nues toward a more effective, 
more quickly generated vac- 
cine. 


Flu virus microbes, Davis 


says, have an "overcoat" of 


protein 
antigens, 
substances 


which stimulate the formation 
of antibodies, disease fighters 
within the body. 


"It's our hope that by study- 


ing these antigens we might 
identify ones that are signifi- 
cant and then recombine those 
in such a way that we will have 
a vaccine which can be more 
useful," says Davis. 


Another approach is the "hy- 


brid virus." When a new mu- 
tant virus strain shows up, says 
Davis, it can be combined with 
a known, quick-growing virus 
to shorten dramatically 
the 


time needed to produce a vac- 
cine. 


Sources in the scientific com- 


munity say they are hoping to 
get at the suspected source of 
the periodic epidemics—south- 
ern China. 


They say privately that re- 


cent trips by American scien- 
tists to southern China plus 
President Nixon's planned trip 
to the mainland may lead to 
opportunities for exploration of 
a generally held theory on the 
origin of the diseases.

"We will vigorously enforce 


this regulation," an IRS spokes- 
man said. "These directions 
have gone out to the field." 


Enforcement will be concen- 


trated in big chain stores, those 
with annual sales of $100,000 or 
more and subject to a govern- 
ment regulation requiring prior 
approval of price increases, the 
spokesman said. 


But he emphasized that con- 


sumers searching for the high- 
est possible price a store can 
charge on a given item can ob- 
tain that information only by 
asking the store's management. 


What must be posted under 


government requirements are 
freeze-period prices, the legally 
permissible ceilings that exist- 
ed on goods during the 90-day 


from the Price Commission to 
boost their prices beyond this 
limit. As a result, the freeze- 
period price is intended only as 
a rough guide for consumers. 


There's one general rule, 


however, 
that 
government 


regulators informally pass on 
to consumers: If the price in- 
crease on a given item exceeds 
2.5 per cent, ask the retailer for 
the new ceiling price. 


Although 2.5 per cent is a 


general target, the government 
has approved many price in- 
creases higher than that. The 
rule is tliat a retailer may not 
boost his percentage markup, 
and price increases must be 
justified by cost increases. 


Consumers, however, will not 


get a look at all the ceiling 
prices that were permissible 
during the freeze. 


A retailer with annual sales 


of more than $100,000 a year 
must post the 
freeze-period 


ceiling prices on, at most, 40 
items in each department of his 
store. The items covered are 
the ones he sold most during 
the last fiscal year. Or he may 
post prices only on items that 
accounted for at least half of 
total dollar sales in each de- 
partment. 


One exception: Large retai- 


lers must post freeze-period 
prices on all of their food prod- 
ucts. 


For retailers 
with 
annual 


sales less than $100,000, the 
same posting rules apply, with 
a few exceptions. Not all food 
ceiling prices must be posted, 
only the ceiling prices on high- 
volume goods. 


The IKS spokesman said little 


trouble is foreseen in gaining 
compliance with the posting re- 
quirements, long sought by con- 
sumer groups "We're getting a 
good response," he said. 


Waves of Bombers 
Hit North Vietnam 
Laird Defends Action

WASHINGTON (AP) - At-

With the U.S. troop level in 


Vietnam down to 160,000, Laird 
said: "The primary emphasis 
is on protecting the remaining 
American forces that are in 
Vietnam today." 


But Democratic presidential 


hopeful Sen. George McGovem 
said the "shocking escalation 
... sinks us deeper into the 
quagmire of Indochina and, 


more important, makes it cer- 
tain none of our prisoners will 
be released." 


"While Bob Hope acts as an 


emissary of President Nixon in 
seeking release of our prison- 
ers, the Air Forcr .eta as the 
true Nixon instrument in guar- 
anteeing that the number of 
POWs will be increased," the 
South Dakota senator said in a 
statement issued from his pres- 
idential campaign 
headquar- 


ters. 


Laird said the bombing was 


spurred by five violations of the 
1968 
understanding with the 


North Vietnamese that led to a 
halt of heavy UJS. air raids 
over North Vietnam. The bomb- 
ing halt was ordered by former 
President Lyndon B. Johnson. 


Laird cited the recent shell- 


ing of South Vietnamese cities 
including Saigon; violations of 
the demilitarized zone; a lack 
of progress in the Paris peace 
negotiations; attacks on U.S. 
reconnaissance 
planes 
over 


North Vietnam and Laos; and 
more attacks on all types of 
U.S. planes this month than he 
said had occurred in any one 
month since 1966.

Both Sides Cancel 
Paris Peace Talks

PARIS (AP) - The United 


States and North Vietnam can- 
celled the next session of the 
Vietnam peace talks in simulta- 
iwnu actions today. 


The meeting had been sched- 


uled for Thursday and would 
have been the first since Dec. 
8. The United States gave the 
same reasons Defense Secre- 
tary Melvin R. Laird gave 
Monday to justify the current 
heavy air attacks on North 
Vietnam. The North Vietnam- 
ese said their cancellation was 
in protest against the air at- 
tacks. 


The United States and its

gested no date for resumption 
of the talks but said this "does 
not imply any intention on the 
part of our side to discontinue 
the Paris talks." It suggested 
that the liaison officers of the 
four delegations could set a 
new date.

. The situation is similar to 
that of 1960, when then-Sens. 
John F. Kennedy and Lyndon 
B. Johnson returned to the floor 
of the Senate as that party's 
nominees for President and 
vice president. 


As vice president, Richard 


Nixon was then the presiding 
officer of the Senate. 


Hoping to speed things up, 


Scott has prepared a resolution 
to require that the author- 
ization bills which must be 
passed in advance of appropria- 
tions be sent to the Boor of the 
Senate by next June 1. 


That could clear the way for 


early action on the appropria- 
tions bills Congress must pass 
each year before adjourning. 
They cover spending for the 
budget year beginning each 
July 1, but few of them are in 
fact approved by that time. In- 
stead, Congress has routinely 
approved resolutions to contui- 
uejispending authority while it 
defldes what to do about appro- 
priations. 


That buys time, but it won't 


be much help nest year if Con- 
gress hopes to adjourn during 
the summer.

Bill Designed to 
Aid Crime Victims

WASHINGTON (AP) - With 


strong bipartisan backing, a 
proposal is being readied for 
Senate action that would pay 
federal cash to victims of vio- 
lent crime. 


The "Victims of Crime Act of 


1972" 
would establish a three- 


member board to compensate 
innocent 
victims 
of 
violent 


crimes, or their survivors, with 
up to $50,000 for medical bills, 
kiss of earning power and fu- 
neral expenses. Compensation 
would depend on financial need. 


The bill would apply primar- 


ily to crimes committed in the 
District of Columbia, on nation- 
al parks and forests, Indian re- 
servations and on airplanes and 
ships. 


But beyond this, and more 


far-reaching, is a provision un- 
der which the federal govern- 
ment would pay 75 per cent of 
the cost of compensation pro- 
grams established by the states 
in accord with federal stand- 
ards. 


Sponsors hope this would 


spur all states to have such 
programs within five or six 
years. 
Seven states already 


have. 


The bill would also: 
—Subsidize life and disability 


insurance for policemen, fire- 
men and prison guards, and 


provide a $50,000 federal death 
benefit for persons in those 
fields killed in line of duty. 


—Establish 
antitrust-type 


court remedies for business vic- 
tims of organized crime, per- 
mitting the federal government 
to intervene on behalf of vic- 
tims in civil suits. 


Sen. 
John L. McClellan, D- 


Ark., who has steered all of the 
major anticrime bills through 
the Senate in recent years, in- 
troduced the legislation shortly 
before Congress adjourned. 


He said it consolidated the es- 


sential features of several 
measures on which his Senate 
Judiciary 
subcommittee 
on 


criminal laws and procedures 
has held hearings.

Hope Foods, Inc., owned by 


Tom Duncan and Hillman Koen,

Hope, processes hens of 


producers who have Kroger 
contracts. The plant has just 
started production in the Proving 
Ground Industrial Area, five 
miles north of Hope, and will 
eventually work 85 persons. The 
$600.000 poultry plant is the only 
in-line plant in the country. The 
birds are brought in live at night 
and are killed, dressed, canned 
and cooked the following day. 
The 23.500 square foot plant is 
equipped to process six million 
hens per year. These hens are 
laid-out table egg producers 
which have been shipped out of 
state for processing. Area farms 
produce 13 million hens an- 
nually. The birds are brought in 
the farms in specially built eight 
tier racks on dolleys which can 
be rolled between cage rows in 
modern commercial houses, 
using a minimum of labor. Each 
rack contains 200 hens. This 
method saves 50 percent on 
loading costs. 


In processing, the hens are 


hung on the killing line and are 
passed mechanically through the 
scalder and picker, which is 
specially designed to meet the 
most rigid inspection require- 
ments. This system is an 80 
foot totally enclosed cabinet in 
which a steam vapor is sprayed 
on the birds eliminating scalding 
vats of dirty water. They then 
pass through the 
mechanical 


pickers and are transferred to 
the eviscerating room via a 
stainless steel chute. Here, the 
birds are hung on another 
mechanical conveyor line which 
passes by those performing the 
eviscerating and the U.S.D.A. 
inspectors which check the birds 
individually for wholesomeness. 
Next stop is the canning room 
where the birds are canned and 
seasoned. The cans are sealed 
and placed in large baskets in 
preparation for cooking in giant 
pressure cookers. Here they are 
cooked for eighty (80) minutes at 
precise 
temperature 
and 


pressure.. The cans .are then 
labeled and packed twelve (12) 
per case. Most of these will be 
labeled 
LADY HOPE 
and 


shipped 
to

distribution houses; others will 
be privately labeled with in- 
dividual brand names. New 
products such as chicken and 
dumplings and chicken and rice 
will be added as the efficiency of 
the plant improves.

Germans Closing in 
on Bank Robbers 
SAARBRUECKEN, Germany 


(AP) — A thousand West Ger- 
man police hoped they were 
closing in today on the three 
Cologne 
bank 
robbers 
who 


freed their hostages unharmed 
and fled on foot into a forest 
near the French border. 


The bandits, armed with shot- 


guns, abandoned their two po- 
lice hostages and the panel 
truck in which they escaped 
and disappeared Monday night 
into the Kirkeler forest about 
six miles from the French fron- 
tier. They carried their loot- 
about 197,000—in a black at- 
tache case 


Police tentatively identified 


the robbers as Kurt Vizenik, 44, 
an Austrian; a Frenchman and 
an Italian. A fourth man, Roger 
Roch, 37, of Marseilles, was ar- 
rested in Cologne when he tried 
to contact Vizenik after the 
holdup. He was to be arraigned 
today as an accomplice. 


The robbers entered 
the 


branch of the Deutschebank 
about 10 a.m., Monday, drew 


their guns and ordered every- 
body to lie on the floor. A bank 
employe happened to be talking 
by phone with a customer and 
told him, "There's a holdup." 
The customer called the police, 
and a patrol car arrived within 
a minute. 


Witnesses said the robbers 


began discussing hostages when 
they realized police were out- 
side the bank. Two hours of ne- 
gotiations with police followed 
while thousands gathered out- 
side in the cathedral square. 


Through it all the police act- 


ed with restraint, 
obviously 


mindful of public criticism aft- 
er a bank robbery in Munich 
last August when a woman hos- 
tage was killed along with one 
of the robbers. 


After two hours of negotiation

coeducational setting develop a 
more realistic understanding of 
their own sexual identity and 
that of the opposite gender.

returnable 


bottle deposits with stamps and 
redeem the bottles for cash.

spokesmen say investigations of 
the cash-change practice have 
revealed very limited

tions. But conceivably,

stamp users could make sev- 
eral small purchases with cou- 
pons and collect enough cash in 
change to buy cigarettes, beer, 
soap, toilet paper or other 
items not available under the 
food stamp program.

The obvious method 
is bleeding This can be a 
(rank 
h e m o r r h a g e , 
in- 


creased m e n s t r u a l flow, 
seeping from the intestine, 
even worms in the intestine 
or constant small amounts 
of 
bleeding 
from 
hemor- 


rhoids or from an unrec- 
ognized ulcer. If one is los- 
ing more blood cells from 
bleeding than he can pro- 
duce, then anemia occurs. 


Another way is destruc- 


tion of the red blood cells 
within 
the body. This is 


sometimes 
related 
to an 


overactive spleen 
destroy- 


ing too many red blood cells. 
This is called "hemolytic 
anemia." Because the red 
blood cells contain the iron 
p i g m e n t , hemoglobin, to 
carry oxygen, such destruc- 
tion can cause jaundice. A 
person who has been very 
inactive and suddenly be- 
comes physically active may 
destroy a large number of 
red blood cells initially. 


Some poisons can also de- 


stroy red blood cells. Ab- 
normalities in the red blood 
cells can cause them to be 
susceptible 
to sudden de- 


struction. One of these, sickle 
cell anemia, occurs in peo- 
ple of African descent and 
an anemia crisis can occur 
when they are exposed to 
high altitude, because of lack 
of oxygen. 


Anemias c a n a l s o be 


caused by deficiencies. Per- 
nicious anemia is one ex- 
ample. Dietary deficiencies, 
or deficiencies of gland func- 
tion, like the thyroid gland, 
can cause anemia. The most 
popular deficiency, of course, 
is iron deficiency anemia. 
These peole have plenty of 
red blood cells, but the cells 
don't contain enough iron 
and hence can't carry oxy- 
gen efficiently. A common . 
cause of iron deficiency is ,j 
excessive 
menstrual blood 
:j 


loss without enough iron in 
the diet. The body may be 
able to manufacture enough 
blood cell replacements, but 
runs out of iron for the new 
cells.

Nixon, Brandt 
Begin Talks

KEY BISCAYNE, Fla. (AP) 


— Blessed with balmy tempera- 
tures and a warm diplomatic 
climate, President Nixon and 
West German Chancellor Willy 
Brandt today open a summit 
conference expected to produce 
words to match the weather but 
no dramatic developments. 


With U.S.-German relations 


very cordial and world econom- 
ic tensions eased, the Brandt- 
Nixon talks are said by officials 
from both countries to be fo- 
cused on exchanging views on 
general, global matters. 


Nixon and Brandt plan to 


meet this afternoon and at a 
private dinner tonight, while 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers confers with his Ger- 
man counterpart, Foreign Min- 
ister Walter Scheel. 


The talks on all levels pri- 


marily will be exchanges of 
views of East West relations. 
The role of the western alliance 
in the changing international 
scene and Brandt's idea of es- 
tablishing some formal link be- 
tween the United States and the 
European Common Market. 


Press Secretary Ronald L. 


Ziegler indicated the soft na- 
ture of the conference, the first 
to involve a foreign leader at 
Key Biscayne, when he told re- 
porters Monday they "should 
not expect any dramatic devel- 
opments ... no specific agree- 
ments."

would be discussed but it was 
apparent this would be a rela- 
tively small matter because the 
Bonn government earlier can- 
celed the participation by its 
economic and finance minister, 
Karl Cruller.

If the person has 
coronary artery disease, it 
tan even produce anginal 
chest pain, which can be re- 
lieved if the anemia is cor- 
rected. Since coronary ar- 
tery disease is more com- 
mon in older people, an ane- 
mia can be more serious in 
this age group. In people 
with 
normal 
hearts, 
ad- 


vanced anemia can cause 
heart 
murmurs and even 


heart failure. These too can 
be corrected by correcting 
the anemia. 


Thus what seems to be a 


simple anemia can affect the 
whole body and in other in- 
tances. like pernicious ane- 
mia, it is only one manifes- 
tation of something wrong 
with the whole body.

final National Association of In- 
tercollegiate Athletics (NAIA) 
football ratings for 1971 ranked 
Livingston, Ala., University as 
the top team in Division 1 and 
California Lutheran of Thou- 
sand Oaks, Calif., No. 1 in Divi- 
sion 2. 


Livingston defeated Arkansas 


Tech 14-12 in the 16th annual 
NAIA Champion Bowl game in 
Birmingham, Ala., Dec. 11 to 
dose out the 1971 season with a 
10-1 record. Arkansas Tech fin- 
ished as runner-up in the final 
Div. I poll. 


Howard Payne of Texas was 


third, Southwest Texas State 
fourth and West Liberty State, 
W.Va., beaten by Livingston in 
the NAIA semifinal game fifth. 


California Lutheran, 8-0-2, 


was the top team in Division 2 
after posting an impressing 30- 
14 victory over previously unde- 
feated Westminster, Pa., in the 
Division 2 Champion Bowl at 
Thousand Oaks Dec. 4. 


Westminister was runner-up 


while Carthage, Wis., was third 
and Montana Tech fourth. Car- 
thage lost to Westminster in the 
semifinals while Montana Tech 
lost to California Lutheran in 
the other 
division 
semifinal. 


Edinboro State, Pa., rounded 
out the top five in Division 2.
